' : With the wonderful development of the automobile and the 
rapidly increasing- number in use the public is familiar, and 
yet there are probably few .who.realize'the magnitude of the 
automobile business today. It lu^grawn by leaps and bounds 


' imtil it has come to be one of llie'-mq?j;.imporlaiit branches of 


manufacturing in the country, and 'flie'capital invested in the 
industry and machines in the hands of owners constitutes, an 
almost fabulous amount. 
;''lt is stated that one person out of every 100 in the United 
States owns an automobile, and alt know that the number in 
use is increasing very rapidly. The growth of the automobile 


. industry is the most remarkable on record, and it is a common 


belief that'it is still in its infancy, though it will have to be 
admitted that it is a very healthy and vigorous infant. 
' ; 


Under all1 the circumstances there is ground for the belief 


(hat-the price of automobiles will be greatly reduced in the 
next few years. There have already been substantial reduc- 
tions in the prices of some makes. 
All remember how the 


prices of bicycles.tumbled when the manufacturers got where 
they could supply the demand and Competition became keen, 
and to a certain extent that.history is:.liable to repeat itself in 
the automobile field. 
It is not probable that there will ever be 


so much of a crash in prices, for the time came when (he bicy- 
cle went practically out of use, such a time as will apparently 
never come to.the automobile, which is very evidently here 


• to stay. 
•

In view of-lhe increase in the number of machines which is 


sure t otake place in the next few-years thc,problem of making 
highway travel safe will become more pressing than it is now. 
There, is danger enough, and too much, under present condi- 
tions, and serious accidents .are appallingly frequent. 
Many 


of these are due to carelessness and recklessness which en- 
danger the cautious as well as the careless and reckless, and 
thus far the law has failed to fully remedy the trouble. 


One careful driver said recently that he thinks the lime will 


come when the law will have to prohibit the manufacture of 
automobiles with a capacity for dangerous speed. This idea 
was not original with him. It lilis been advanced before, but 
it is a question whether it will ever be acceptable to the public. 
But in one way or another something will have to be done to 
increase the safety of the highways if they are not to become 
practically as 'dangerous as railroad (racks. There is reason 
to fear that paltry fines imposed upon reckless drivers will 
..never do the business.
